The Peck Labor Report, 

It is probable that Mr. Charles F 
Pe<*k, the coini tt-'ii-ti- r of the No"' 
Y'ork bureau of labor statistics, has 
never tua-lc an official-r- iM «rt of prvat--r 
interest to the public than the one which 
baa just appeared from Iris bureau. It 
will create great excitement among his 
Ot'inocratie a^-Hiiates. an-l they are al¬ 
ready loud voiced and passionate, as 
well as utterly unreasoning, in their 
charges of treachery to the party l>e- 
cause he has seen fit to print the results 
of an investigation by his bureau which 
do not accord, as he freely states, with 
the declarations of the Democratic na¬ 
tional platform, or with the arguments 
constantly offered by Democratic speak¬ 
ers and Journals. 

The subject for the mvestig: tkm this 
year was chosen bv Mr. Pt-ck with much 
g-xvd sense and entire fidelity to th‘‘ true 
interests of the w<*rking j»e--ple’ whom 
he is expected in a mea-nre toreprcjteut 
if not verv shrt-wdlv, for the interests of 
the Democratic party. No doubt Mr 
Peck expected, as indeed he franklv 
says, that an investigation of the course 
-tf wages an-l the increase- or decrease of 
production in manufacturing in this 
state would show, in accordance with 
the theories of*his party, a depression of 
industries resulting from the enactment 
of the McKinley t.ir^T. He states that 
he determined upon the investigation 
m>>re than a year ago’, when the new 
tartff had been passed, but, ha-1 not gon** 
into effect as yet, and that he believe-i 
its results would l>e in harmony with 
Democratic convicti-ms. When the re¬ 
turns ha-1 been received aiul Compiled 
he discovered, lpuch to his astonish¬ 
ment. that the results were by no means 
favorable to Democratic theories: but 
he has nevertheless published his annual 
report, giving the figures as he finds 
them, without regard to their political 
effect. The Democratic politicians wh-» 
are now denouncing him doubtless ex¬ 
pected that he Would find it convenient 
to omit altogether this yean the annual 
report required by la\v 4 bv-caus-- the ma¬ 
terial collected for it did not hap]>en to 
suit, the interests' of his party. 

% C-*riJing from such a source, this rc- 
pott must la- accepted as exceedingly 
str->ng t*-stiiu-.jiy. It-shows the progress 
of manufacturing industries in the 
greatest- state in, the I’nion during the 
first year after the passage of the Mc¬ 
Kinley - act. in comparison with the last 
year prior to its enactment. This com¬ 
parison shows an increase in value of 
prv-lucts amounting to fcll.niri.iihj in a 
singly year, which is in its, ,f a remarka¬ 
ble evidence of tin- increased prosjx-nty 
resulting from the now law. The value 
£>f products, however^ is not by any 
means the uuv-t uujHirtant gain with rc- 
itj>ect to the interests of the wage earn¬ 
ers. The report of the commissioner 
goes further an-l ccntpares the rate of 
wages m sixty-eight industries for the 
two years. The results show an increase 
in fifty-one industries, averaging 'fdd.36 
for each, while the decr»-ase in others 
was so far unimportant that the total 
average tncreas-* in yearly ’earniugs of 
the employees in all the industries in- 1 
eluded in tin* investigation was $*3.it 1 
fot each j-ors-m. The official statement 
shows that no less than 2RS.000 em¬ 
ployees ar-v directly embraced in the 
statistics presented, an-l that there were 
no less than ^y,717 instances i>f irt-livid- 
nal increase of wag» s -luring the year in 
•he industries re]M-rte-l to the bureau. 

This is an-official answer, an-l from a 
Democratic laU»r, bnreatt. to the ques¬ 
tion asked so frequently by Democratic 
journals not long ago, whether any in¬ 
crease in wages had followed the enact¬ 
ment of the -new tariff in any dei»art- | 
ment of industry, lt i» not denied by 
advocates of the protective poliev that 
under its operation fluctuations occur in 
different industries fn l*oth directions.
